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“LIBERAL” SUBSIDIES FOR THE 
PROVINOES. 

It wil! be recalled that a confer- 
ence of Provincial Premiers was held 
in Ottawa last fall at which the ques- 
tion of the subsidies payable by the 
Dominion to the Provinces was the 
chief item of consideration. The Fed- 
eral government virtually accepted 
the recommendations of the confer- 
ences. This makes necessary an am- 
endment to the subsidy clauses of 
the British North America Act. Bit 
Wilfrid Laurier has accordingly given 
hotice of motion that an address be 
presented to His Majesty praying for 
such amendment and allowing the 
payment of subsidies on the follow- 
» ing basis :— 

A. Instead of the amounts now paid 
the sums hereafter payable yearly by 
Canada to the several provinces for 
the support of their Governments and 
Legislatures, to be according to popu- 
lation, and as follows :— 

(a) Where the population of the 
Province is under 160,000.—$100,000. 

(b) Where the population of the 
Province is 150,000, but does not ex- 
ceed 200,000—$150,000. 

(c) Where the population 
Province is 200,000, but does 
ceed 400,000—-$180,000. 

(d) Where the population 
Province is 400,000, but does 
ceed 80%,000—$190,000, 

(e) Where the population 
Province is 800,000, but does 
ceed 1,500,000—$220,000. 

(f) Where the population of the 
Provincs exceeds 1,500,000—-$240,000. 

B. Instead of an annual grant per 
head of population now allowed, the 
annual payment hereafter to be at 
the same rate of eighty cents per 
head, but on the population of each 
province as ascertained from time to 
time by the last decennial census, un- 
til such population exceeds 2,500,000, 
and at the rate of sixty cents per head 
for so much of said population as 
may exceed 2,500,000. 

C. An additional allowance to the 
extent of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars anvually for ten years to the 
Provinces of British Columbia. 

Thereafter, therefore, the subsidies

tion contributes to the Federal Gov- 
ernmen:. 8o far as the provincial 
subsidi .s are concerned the Federal 
Governinent is simply the tax-collec- 
tor for the provinces, returning in 
the fort: of subsidies to the provin- 
cial treas:ry what it has collected in 
revenue from the people of the pro- 
vince. It is tair therefore thet as 
this revenue grows a larger amount 
should be returned to the provincial 
treasury the more eo that the increase 
of population which yields: the in- 
crease in revenue also increases the 
demands upon the provincial exche- 
quer. 

The dead-line is to be removed aleo 
and the provinces will hereafter re- 
ceive per capita allowances on their 
actual respective populations, regard- 
less of how largely these may in- 
crease. Heretofore there has been a 
limit of population upon which this 
allowanc> was payable and however 

tuch the population of a province 
might itcrease beyond this limit there 
Was no corresponding increase in the 
grant. This meant in practice that 
so far from a steady and continuous 
increase in population being desir- 
able, there was a point. beyond which 
such increase became a positive de- 
triment to a province's financial sta- 
tus, or while the increase brought 
of necessity increased demands for 
expenditure, it did not bring the 
wherewithal to meet the expenditure. 
This limit it is now proposed to re- 
move, aud to grant the provinces sub- 
sidies proportioned to their needs, 
however great those needs may be- 
come. 

The special grant to British Col- 
umbia was recommended by the con- 
ference in satisfaction of claims made 
by that province to special considera- 
tion on account of ite large area and 


‘of the enormous expense of carrying 


on prcvincial public works in a 
mountainous country. This allow- 
ance, I'remier McBride repudiated be- 
fore the conference.

LAURIER AND BOTHA. 


Should it turn out that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Gen. Louis Botha are 
governing a province increases pro- 
in London next month, two of the 
most unique figures, both from their 
personalities and careers, and as ex- 
amples of the broad and mag- 
nanimous spirit that pervades the 
new imperialism will be missing. 

They have points of resemblance 
Their mother tongue is not the Bng- 
lish and foreign to the king, they 
to wnom they owe allegiance. Both 
are scions of a race the fortunes of 
war linked to the destiny of the An- 
@lo-Bazon race. Both are derving un- 
der a flag that was forced upon the 
forefathers of ofe and reluctantly 
adopted by those of the other. One, 
of krench* origin, is the foremost 
stateaman in the greatest of Eng- 
land's colonies, and an ardent apos- 
tle of British institutions as set down 
in Magna Charta and the Bill of 
Rights. The other, Dutch born, won 
his fame fighting against the sol- 
diers of the king. Sut his Dutch 
blood has cooled with the stilling of 
the noice of battle. Dutch preju- 
dices have vanished before a chiv- 
alrous avowal of loyalty when he 
tells the British nation, “Your king 
shall be my king, your flag my flag.” 

That such men as Laurier and Bo- 
tha should be called into conference 
on such matters ot imperial concern 
and significance is the evidence c! 
the whclesome imperial spirit that 
is at work and that’ the 
monarchy is one of the strongest 
of imperial ties. It shows that tlie 
king and his advisers have confidence 
in the representative men of the over- 
seas Empire, whether British born or 
not, and should put to shame the 
ultra-loyalists who are wont to raise 
the cry of -race or any other cry of 
a sectarian nature that may jeo- 
pardize the existence of the harmony 
and con-munity of interests that knit 
the various parts of the Empire.
